We have approx¬ 
imately three hrirdred people on this I s at and the 
Construction Industry is the only one that hires out 
of our hall, all other Industries do their own hiring. 

There is a great deal of unemployment in the Freight 
and Rook,Sand and Oravel Industries. Orange County 
is basically an agricultural oommuntty, therefore 
u nemplojjment fluctuates a great deal. 

We do not have any new oar hauling in this area, this 
is all out of Long Beaoh and Los Angeles; so might we 
suggest that Brother Bielawioe oheok those areas, as 
they are not to far from his home. I am sure with his 
talents and experiences, he will find more opportunity in 
the Long beaoh and Los Angeles area. However, we will 
oontlnue to try to find some work for him in our area.

This letter aight be clnseed aa "playing a long shot." I u 
atteaptiag to locate a truck driver who witnessed an accident. 

On March 28, 1961 on U. S. Route 33, 2.7 ailea north of Dublin, 
Ohio, Joan Aahbrooke waa forced off the road by a 1961 Mercury auto- 
aobile bearing License Nuaber X 449 L, and which we know waa driven 
by Clyde C. Bennett of Coluahue, Ohio, but because of legal techni- 
calitiea ia the rulee of evidence, we are unabla to prove. A truck 
waa proceeding north on U. S. Route 33, and the 1961 Mercury autoao- 
bile, bearing Licenae No. X 449 L, ducked out froa behind thia truck, 
forcing Miaa Aahbrooke off the road. The 1961 Mercury proceeded to 
paea the truck and proceed aorth. The driver of this truck apparently 
wee ao incenaed at what had happened, which he obviously auat have 
seen through hie rear viaion airror, and waa decent enough to atop at 
the next filling station and handed the operator of thia filling 
atation a alip of paper, oa which he had written "Ohio Licenae X 449 L" 
aad advised the filling atation operator that this was the licenae 
auaber of the car which forced Mias Aahbrooke off the road. Un¬ 
fortunately, the truck driver did not give his nun, license nuaber, 
or Company for whoa he waa driving, nor did the fill.ng station 
operator note the licenae nuaber of the truck or the naae of the 
driver or aay naaa on tha truck. 

Aa a natter of evidence, we aust have the truck driver's 
identification of the car and licenae nuaber which caused the acci¬ 
dent. Aa you probably realize, the testiaony of the State Highway 
Patrol Officer and the filling station operator is pure hearsay, but 
the truck driver could testify that an autoaobile bearing License 
No. X 449 L ducked out froa behind hie truck, forcing Mies Aahbrooke 
off the road. 

1 aa advised that there ia a paper published by the International 
Brotherhood of Teaaatera, which goes to all aeabera in good standing, 
aad I aa wondering whether we could purchase an ad ia this paper, 
describing this accident and repeating that the truck driver who was 
geod eaough to leave the licenae nuaber of tha offending autoaobile, 
contact the writer of this letter. We should, of course, expect to 
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pay for tnr •mitiinct that jour Organization can giro ua.
